CONSERVING MOISTURE FAR 1918 
CROP 


(Experimental Farm Note.) 

Moisture is one of the controling 
factors in crop production in the 
Prairie Provinces. yy 

Three methods of conserving mois- 
ture are: 

First, to have the ground in such 
@ condition that the rainfall will soak 
down and not run off. 

Second, to keep the surface of the 
soil sufficiently fine and loose that 
the upward movement of the water is

Most farmers summer-till a part of 
their farm with two objects in view, 
to store up moisture and destroy the 
weeds. Experiments on the Scott 
Station have shown that early plough- 
ed summerfallow will store up more 
moisture and give heavier crops the 
succeeding year than late ploughed 
fallows. Ploughing the middie of 
May has given 32-3 bushels more 
wheat per acre than ploughing in 
July. June ploughing has given 2 2-3 
bvshels) more than July ploughing.

The farmers of Canada will very 
shortly Have to undertake the harvest 
work with the help of green labor. 
In this connection they should re- 
member that we are at war. They 
should adjust the farm to suit “the 
new conditions, and they should be- 
gin right in their own minds. 

The first adjustment necessary is 
to change the point of view from one 
of criticism, discouragement and 
fault -finding with labor conditions to 
that of the soldier and war-worker, 
and realize that we are going through 
a crisis, the most serious the world 
has ever witnessed without any ex- 
aggeration whatsoever. 

There used to be talk among farm- 
ers derogatory to the city man and 
other inexperienced laborers who 
sometimes sought employment tem- 
porarily on the farm. Such talk is 
out of place now, with the Germans 
sixty miles from Paris and evefy avail- 
able man in Britain and France fight- 
ing to save not only his own country 
but this country as well. Such Can- 
adian farmers forget that they them- 
selves have been farmers all their 
lives and in war time they can’t ex- 
pect to secure men volunteering from 
the cities with an experience in farm 
work equal to their own. That is an 
impossibility. But it is not impossible 
that farm production of this country 
be increased despite the shortage of 
experienced labor. That this is true 
is proven by the experience of this 
country in the manufacture of muni- 
tions. 

When the war started Canada was 
absolutely inexperienced, unskilled in, 
and without the machinery for, the 
; manufacture of munitions.. But the 
manufacturers got to work. They 
studied the problem and they solved 
it. 

Today Canada is turning out mil- 
lions of dollars worth of shells every 
month from the largest to the smal- 
lest, and the most minute mechani- 
cal contrivances in connectione with 
fuses and time charges. Canada's re- 
cord in the manufacture of munitions 
is one of the © surprises of the war. 
It was not made by Canada saying 
“Canada Can't”, but by adopting the 
motto “Canada Can.” Canada did 
not refuse to try because of the scar- 
city of labor, but set to work to 
organize, and employed men and 
girls who had never been inside a 
factory before. They accomplished 
the impossible. These  inexperien- 
ced helpers were speedily taught 
their parts and the result is shown 
in the products of munitions from 
Canadian factories now known all 
over the world, not excepting Ger- 
many. 

If the Canadian farmer makes up 
his mind that these are war times 
and war measures are necessary 
there is absolutely no doubt he can 
utilize to a tremendous advantage 
the man power and the woman 
power of the towns, where people are 
only too willing to go to his assist- 
ance if they are organized to do so. 
It has taken him a life-time to ac- 
quire his information. Townspeople 
have spent their lives at different 
work, but with his knowledge of 
farming and his intimate acquaintance 
with his farm and all its needs he 
should have the ability to organize 
inexperienced help and show each 
helper his or her particular job and 
how best to accomplish it. A few 
hours patient teaching in any one par- 
ticular line of work will very soon 
enable a greenhorn to “carry on” as 
they say in the army. By patience 
and consideration the farmers of 
Canada can, without question, effect 
| an organization from green but willing 
|help from town that wil not only sur- 
| prise themselves but will also be of 
| tremendous benefit to the Empire by 
|the increased results of their harvest.

How to Make Potato Butter 

Potato butter is recommended by 
the British ministry of food as a 
cheap substitute for butter, being 
made in England at a cost of less 
than 10 cents per pound, as follows: 

“Peel the potatoes and boil until 
they fall to picces and become floury. 
Then rub through a fine sieve into a 
warmed basin 14 ounces of potatoes 
and add 2 ounces of butter or mar- 
garine and 1 teaspoonful of salt. Stir 
until smooth and then mold into rolls 
and keep in a cool place. ‘To make 
the appearance approvable use but- 
ter coloring, and if intended to keep 
beyond a few days, a butter preser- 
vation should be added.”

Trees On the Prairie 


Stretches of Level Prairie 
Would Be Broken and 
Beautified 


Dr. W. W. Andrews of Regina has 
a clear idea of one of the chief needs 
of Saskatchewan—trees. Dr. An- 
drews, The Regina Leader says, pro- 
poses that cach road in the province 
be guarded by four lines of trees on 
either side. The two inner lines of 
trees, that is, those on the road line 
on either side, should consist of ash 
and elm, These should be intermix- 
ed with more rapidly-growing trees 
to afford almost immediate  protec- 
tion, and shich could be removed as

The Summer Session — 
for Teachers 


Arrangements are now practically 
complete for the Summer School for 
Teachers which will be held this year 
és usual at the University of Alberta 
in July and August. 

The standard courses in agriculture 
and gardening, household arts, fine 
and applied art, manual arts, first aid 
and physical training will be offered 
as heretofore. 

According to the regulations of the 
Department of Education British and 
American teachers whose profession- 


al standing is recognized in Alberta 
are required to complete courses in 


History and Civics, School Laws and 
Regulations and Geography with spec- 
ial reference to Canada, in order to 
become fully qualified in the prov- 
ince. Instructions in these courses 
will be given by C. Sansom of Cal- 
gary Norma! School, and Miss Dickie 
and W. A. Stickle of Camrose. 
Several courses are being offered 
this year for the first time. Teachers 
who wish to specialize in primary 
work will have an opportunity of 
securing more complete training in 
this field.
